Wreck and Rnln Wrought By t Storm 
Etriy Sudty MorBing. 



Th« DuBtff* Conflned PrinolpUIy to 
Barns and Other Outbttildlagi 
List of tlii Snfforort. 



Thip sortidn was vipiteil by a fearful 
wind sttjrin early Sunday morniug that 
proved very destructive in the ooantry 
jo8t southwest nnd wost of Maysvillo. 

The towering liilla served as a protec- 
tion for Mayaville anrl bat little damage 
was done in this city. 

It was aboat 9 o'cloclc when the clouds 
in the western sky became very darlt and 
threatening. Ten or fifteen minutes 
later the storm broke on the city in all 
its fury. The rain fell m (otn-nts, ami 
the clatter of window shutters and the 
raging wind was ao threatening that 
some f.nv pc^pio sought shelter in the 
cellars of their homes. 

The storm lasted bnt a few minntes. 
In this city Urn r^of of Mr. Oinnr Dod- 
Bon's five-story huildin;; wiis slightly dam- 
aged, one corner of it Ix'iiiu' lifted from 
its fastenings. The lin -\v;ill hi-twcon J. 
H. RoRers & Co .'s and Joliii N.Tiioiiias 
liiisiness houses was blown down. M.C 
Hutchison had a new house on Forest 
avenue, Sixth ward, unroofed. The First 
National Banlc's eagle and sign was blown 
over on the roof. Some windows were 
blown in and other slight damage done. 

Tlie greatest destruction was wrought 
between this city and Washington and 
in the Forman and Downing neighbor- 
hooils. On Mrs. Dr. Morijan's farm one 
barn containing 20,()00 pounds of tobacco 
on stidi was completely wrecked. "Wm. 
Forman had one barn badly damRged. 
At Thomas Forman'.s one end of a barn 
waa blown down and otherwise damaged. 
In same neighborhood F. H. Trnxel lost 
a bam and 15,000 pounds of tobacco. The 
tobacco belonged to liiui and two ten- 
ants and they had refused an offer of 10 
cents for it. At Mrs. Newdigate's resi- 
dence the porch waa blown down. 

Mr. John Armstronif had one barn 
wrecked and another unroofed. His 
buggy waa destroyeil and a lot of agri- 
cultural implements damaged. His loss 
is about S800. He waa insured for $500 
in the Springfield, Daley A Baldwin, 
agenta. 

A bam on Mr. T. 0. Campbell's farm 
was almost entirely nnroofed. It was 
filled with tobacco that belongs to Mr. 
Allen. Thirteen .forest trees were up- 
rooted in Mr. Obmpbell's liroodlaDd 
pasture. 

At Jadge Whitaker's home, a buggy 
house was blown over into his garden 
and twelve or thirteen fruit trees 
destroyed. Hon. W. II. Wadsworth's 
fine orchard was aiao badly damaged. 

Mrs. John Morton also had a bam de- 
stroyed. 

At the home of Thomas Downing, Jr., 
a buggy was completely wrecked, and a 
young mule wsui struck by a flying fence 
rail and badly crippled.. 

In all the section referred to above 
much damage was done to fencing. Most 
all the buildings above mentioned, ex- 
cept Mr. Armstrong's, were insured in 
the Farmer' Home Mutual Aid Associa- 
tion of Mason County. The loss is the 
heaviest the Association has yet met with. 

Thomas Kerr, of Jersey Ridge, rc|iorts 
the roof of his residence blown oil, and 
says his large bam was lifted off its foun- 
dation, carried about fifty feet and 
turned end for end. 

Perry Rudy had a barn blown down, 
aAd some oaVhonses and fruit trees 
destroyed. 

John Marshall had a stable and out- 
house blown down, and the roof of Pat- 
rick Osbome's meathoose was taken off. 
Thirteen large trees in a space of about a 
quarter of an acre on Mr. Marshall's farm 
were uprooted. 

Later rei)orts brim,' news of much 
destruction in the West End of the 
eounty. 

John J. Thompson, of Fern Leaf, had a 
barn unroofed. Robert > Whipps, near 
Minerva, had a bam containing 8,000 
p(ninds of tobacco, destroyed. D. A. 
Freueli had one barn wrecked. J. C. 
Pickett had two bams destroyed. A 
barn on T. A. Keith's farm near Tucka- 
hoe waa blown down. Scott Osborne had 
one barn damaged. A barn on the J. 0. 
Bacon farm was damaged. It gpntained 
6,000 or 6,000 ponnds of tobacco grown 
by a ]\Ir. Weaver. Dan W. (Osborne and 
L. Keinliart had barns unroofed, both 
bnildings being foil of tobacco. 

Mrs. Morgan's loss on barn is $1 ,000 ; 
insurance, tiXX). Tobacco— :20,000 or 25,- 
000 pounds— total loss. 

Ix)88 on burn on Traxel's place, 1800; 
loss on tobacco about $2,000, 

Tom Maher's barn asd (ob«C0O near 
Washington, total loss; insnraace, not 
known. 

Richard Watson, near Murpbysrille, 

lost stable nnd one horse. 
The driver on Mt. Olivet 'bus reports 



the fence and teleplmni' line all down 
from Murphysville to Washington. 

Nevoral buildings between this city and 
Manchester were wreclfed. 

Alex. Watson, near .'shannon, lost a 
barn and had one horse killed. 

The wind played havoc with W. R. 
Gill's wood<». From seventy-five to one 
hundred trees uprooted. 

The storm was very destructive back of 
Aberdeen and near Bentonville. 

It is rather remarkable that not a sin- 
gle residence was destroyed. No loss of 
life repMted except of some horses. 

No estimate of the damage has been 
made, but it reaches w:iy up in the 
thousands.

stricken with heart failure while ad- 
dressing the Sunday school yesterday, 
and died a few minutes afterwud in 
the panonage next door. The enddton 
daMliwaia great thock to the congragn- 
tloii and family. Mr. Bpeake entered 
npon the pnstorate of the chandi hot 
two months ego, after long servir-es as a 
presiding elder in the East Baltimore 
conference, and had already made him- 
lelf deeply dAvoted to ohnroh work. 

For foar weeks past Mr. Speake has 
bean a safferer and was being treat' 
ed for rhenmatism, which the attending 
nhyndan tbooght to be his disease. He 
aaa not been orafined to his bed, how- 
ever, or relinqnished his duties in the 
pulpit. Yesterday morning the pastor 
attended the services of the Sunday 
adiool in the vestrv of the church as 
usual. Towards the close of theezer- 
ciaes he >went to the superintendent's 
platform and asked the school a few gen- 
eral qnestiors about the lesson. Then 
he spoke to the school for nearly fifteen 
minutes, r<ivjewing the lesson of the 
day. He brought the talk to a concla- 
aion rather abruptly, and, turnins to the 
superintendent of school, Mr. George W. 
Cooke, said: "I am not feeling Veil," 
and walked out to the vestibule. 

In a moment his daughter came into 
the Testibule and found ner father seat- 
ed (» a bench in a violent coughing fit 
with heavy drops of perspiration on his 
forehead. Sfiss SpetiKe saw that her 
father was very ill and assisted him 
down the su-iis to the sidewalk. Th > 
seztion of the church came to her a>. . 
and together they helped Mr. SpeaVe 
into the i)arsnnnge door. Here the min- 
ister droiiped into an armchair in Ithe 
back parlor and asked them to unbutton 
his colhir. After a moment he was as- 
sisted to a Bufa in the front oarlor and 
the sexton seiit for medical aid. 

Mrs. SpeaLe fame into the room and 
just after she entered the dying man 
gasped, "Send for a doctx>r." These 
were his last words.
